X  printed  matter  relating  to  drugs

i  year  of  issue,  says  the  Consumer 
sociation's  Drug  and  Therapeutics 
lletin  (October  25).  "Outdated  infor- 
ition  can  be  as  misleading  and 
ngerous  as  inaccurate  information,"  it 
ims.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  risk 
most  serious  in  relation  to  adverse 


effects,  but  other  points  mentioned  in- 
clude changes  in  dosage,  mode  of  ad- 
ministration or  indications.

Agricultural  Chemicals 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  SAFE  USE 

THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries 
and  Food  has  issued  recommendations 
for  the  safe  use  in  Great  Britain  of 
the  following  insecticides  for  veterin- 
ary use:  Bromophos,  butacarb,  carbo- 
phenothion,  chlorfenvinphos,  couma- 
phos,  diazinon,  dichlofenthion  and 
fenchlorphos.  Recommendations  have 
also  been  issued  for  the  agricultural 
and  horticultural  use  of  paraquat, 
a  herbicide,  and  chlordecone,  an 
insecticide,  when  used  in  food  stor- 
age practice.

Cosmetics  Association 

NON-CHEMIST  MEMBERS  TO  BE  TAKEN 

The  Irish  Chemists"  Cosmetics  Asso- 
ciation is  inviting  "legitimate  store  out- 
lets" to  become  members  with  a  view 
to  establishing  uniformity  of  prices. 
The  decision  was  taken  at  the  Associa- 
tion's annual  meeting  in  Dublin  on 
October  17.  Name  of  the  Association 
would  be  amended  to  take  account  of 
the  non-pharmacist  members.  The 
president  (Mrs.  Thelma  Hall)  said  there 
was  too  much  duplication  by  manu- 
facturers, who  could  withdraw  lines 
leaving  unsold  stocks  in  retailers'  hands. 
Members  should  keep  a  close  eye  on 
new  products,  for  pharmacists  often 
found  that  they  were  only  introducing 
goods  to  provide  new  sales  for  "the 
grocer  across  the  road."  All  pharmacists 
should  join  the  Association,  whose 
annual  fee  of  £1  was  nominal  in  rela- 
tion to  the  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  membership.  Mr.  E.  O'Sullivan, 
treasurer,  reported  a  credit  balance 
of  £504.  The  Association  would  take 
up  on  behalf  of  members  complaints 
of  shortages  in  delivered  goods  whether 
caused  by  pilfering  in  transit  or  through 
other  errors. 


END  OF  ILFORD  COLOUR  FILMS  AS  SUCH 

No  more  sales  under  Company's  name 


ILFORD,  Ltd.,  whose  plan  to  sell 
colour  film  exclusive  of  processing 
charge  caused  a  stir  in  the  photo- 
graphic trade  earlier  this  year,  is  now 
no  longer  supplying  amateur  colour 
films  under  the  Ilford  name.  In  future 
the  Ilford  colour  films  are  available 
only  to  distributors  and  other  organ- 
isations that  sell  the  materials  under 
private  label.  Messrs.  Ilford  are  con- 
tinuing to  meet  the  demand  for  their 
black-and-white  products  which,  they 
say,  "is  expanding  throughout  the 
world."  In  that  field  the  possibility  of 
distribution  changes,  with  a  view 
to  economies  in  marketing,  is  being 
considered.  Reasons  given  for  the 
change  of  policy  in  colour  film  market- 
ing are  that  increasing  sales  of  own- 
brand  colour  film,  both  at  home  and 
abroad  has  been  over-straining  the 
company's  production  capacity,  while 
the  profitability  of  Ilford  colour  film 
has  been  below  what  was  expected. 
Though  final  details  of  the  withdrawal 
from  the  market  have  not  yet  been 


decided  upon  the  company  has  no  plans 
for  return  of  stock  by  dealers.  Films 
at  present  in  dealers'  hands  will  con- 
tinue on  sale  while  they  last.  Process 
ing  services  are  still  being  offered,  but 
the  amounts  outstanding  are  being  con- 
tinually re-evaluated  against  the  pos 
sibility  that  at  some  stage  it  may  be- 
come more  economical  to  return  them 
The  decision  is  expected  not  to  affecii 
dealers"  discounts,  which  in  principk 
will  be  available  against  black-andi 
white  materials.  The  expectation  i;! 
that,  when  film  is  no  longer  obtainable 
cash  credits  will  be  made  to  member 
of  the  public  who  hold  processinj 
vouchers.  Trade  bodies  have  been  in 
formed  of  the  decision,  and  a  circulai 
giving  final  details  is  being  issued  t( 
dealers  in  the  near  future.  Whether  thi 
company  will  continue  to  marke 
cameras  for  the  amateur  has  not  ye' 
been  decided.  Research  activities  o! 
the  company  on  both  colour  and  monoi 
chrome  products  are  being  expanded  t»i. 
support  the  private-label  business. 


PREPACKING  MEDICINES  IN  HOSPITALS 

"Justified,"  concludes  award-winner  after  twelve-month  study 


THE  prepackaging  of  medicines  in  hos- 
pitals is  justified  as  providing  an  im- 
proved service  to  both  wards  and  out- 
patients. It  forms  an  additional  safety 
factor  and  makes  possible  wider  employ- 
ment of  unskilled  labour,  leaving  the 
pharmacist  free  to  carry  out  work  re- 
quiring more  of  his  professional  skill. 

At  present  few  hospitals  are  equipped 
with  fully  adequate  facilities  to  under- 
take prepackaging,  but  whatever  mech- 
anical aids  are  available  are  seldom 
utilised  to  the  full.  The  pharmaceutical 
industry  is  willing  to  provide  hospitals 
with  what  they  want,  provided  the  hos- 
pitals can  agree  on  their  requirements. 

Those  are  the  main  conclusions 
drawn  from  a  paper  read  at  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  1965  Merck  Sharp  & 
Dohme  award  for  the  advancement  of 
hospital  pharmacy  (see  C.  &  D., 
October  26,  p.  392),  and  presenting  a 


year's  work  undertaken  under  th 
auspices  of  the  award  by  Miss  A.  E 
Day  (deputy  chief  pharmacist,  Ham 
mersmith  Hospital  and  Royal  Post 
graduate  Medical  School).

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

B,P.  and  B.P.C. 

To  those  of  my  generation  the  appearance  of  another  edition  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  or  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  represents  a 
further  step  into  the  unfamiliar.  I  was  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
1914  B.P.  of  my  apprentice  days,  and  my  entry  on  the  pharmaceutical 
scene  was  near  enough  to  that  date  for  some  of  the  more  elderly  medical 
gentlemen  to  express  a  preference  for  some  of  the  tinctures  that  were 
official  in  the  1898  edition.  What  I  remember  with  clarity  is  that  my  appren- 
tice master  informed  upon  me  that  1914  was  a  landmark  in  pharmaceutical 
practice  in  that  the  volume  which  made  its  appearance  in  that  year  was 
formulated  in  the  metric  system;  that  that  system  had  now  arrived,  and 
that  the  old  Imperial  system  was  moribund.  There  is  nothing  so  gradual 
as  change  of  established  habit,  and  1  have  lived  for  half  a  century  with 
the  promise  —  or  threat  —  of  complete  conversion.  The  changes  in  the 
B.P.,  on  the  other  hand,  have  been  sudden  and  dramatic.  In  the  days  of  my 
youth,  the  pharmacopoeia  was  in  daily  use  in  the  making  of  pills,  oint- 
ments, tinctures  and  syrups,  though  it  must  be  confessed  that  some  mathe- 
matician on  the  staff  generally  managed  to  convert  the  new  metric  quanti- 
ties into  a  language  that  was  more  readily  understood,  and  we  continued 
to  buy  our  galenicals  and  our  raw  materials  in  terms  of  gallons,  pounds 
and  ounces,  and  to  purchase  our  rectified  spirit  in  gallons  or  pints.  And, 
in  that  time  of  far-flung  empire,  account  was  taken  of  the  fact  that  in  some 
parts  of  the  Empire  suppositories,  for  example,  required  the  addition  of  wax 
so  that  they  could  be  conveniently  handled  in  much  higher  temperatures 
than  those  to  which  were  were  accustomed  at  home.  There  were,  if  [  re- 
member correctly,  over  seventy  tinctures  and  about  forty  ointments,  all 
owing  something  to  the  industry  of  Galen  and  his  successors.  Not,  be  it 
said,  that  we  are  deficient  today  in  the  variety  of  ointments  prescribed 
today. 

New  dosages 

I  have  witnessed  the  departure  of  many  galenicals  that  were  in  daily 
use  in  my  salad  days.  Did  we  really  have  guaiacum  tincture  and  another 
version  containing  ammonia?  We  had,  for  the  shop  rounds  of  that  day  told 
us  so.  And  the  shop  rounds  and  the  blue  ointment  pots,  which  formed  a 
splendid  backcloth  to  the  pharmacist  on  duty  at  the  counter,  made  an 
impressive  display,  the  disappearance  of  which  removed  for  all  time  some- 
thing of  the  dignified  atmosphere  traditionally  associated  with  the  profes- 
sion. 1  know  that  times  have  changed,  but  that  does  not  alter  my  feelings 
of  regret  at  the  disappearance  of  so  much  of  the  scene  of  my  youth.  In 
the  excellent  articles  by  J.  W.  Hadgraft,  reviewing  some  of  the  principal 
changes  in  the  new  volumes,  one  or  two  points  are  notable.  The  reference 
to  the  metric  system  and  impending  legislation  makes  it  clear  that  the  onus 
of  applying  the  system  will  rest  on  the  shoulders  of  the  pharmacist,  for  the 
doctor  may  continue  to  use  the  apothecary  system  and  the  pharmacist  will 
have  to  convert.  Your  contributor  refers  to  the  fact  that  tinctures,  elixirs 
and  mixtures  are  now  formulated  in  doses  of  5  and  10  mils  in  the  B.P.C, 
and  remarks  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  public  is  made 
fully  aware  of  the  change  in  strength.  With  that  I  agree,  but  who  is  to  make 
the  doctor  aware? 

New  prescription  forms 

I  note  that  you  head  your  news  paragraph  on  the  subject  of  prescription 
charges  (p.  387)  "Mechanics  of  the  new  exemptions  scheme,"  and  I  think 
the  word  mechanics  wholly  appropriate.  I  have  seen  a  copy  of  the  new 
form  of  declaration,  and  while  it  may  be  described  as  an  improvement,  the 
improvement  is  only  slight.  It  has  obviously  been  compiled  by  the  type 
of  mind  that  envisages  an  oflficial  seated  at  a  desk,  confronted  by  the 
customer,  also  comfortably  seated,  what  time  the  questions  are  put  and 
the  requisite  boxes  ticked.  It  is  no  longer  to  be  necessary  to  fill  in  the  full 
name  and  address  if  they  are  "as  overleaf" — provided  they  are  readable 
overleaf.

THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  has  issued  a 
report  giving  the  result  so  far  of  its 
consideration  of  the  resolutions  passed 
at  the  Branch  Representatives"  meeting 
in  May.  They  are  here  summarised: 

Opening  of  Premises:  Group  Practice 

That  ...  the  Council  of  Society  should  obtain, 
in  the  shortest  time  possible,  legal  powers 
to  enable  it  to  control  the  opening  of 
premises  as  pharmacies,  subject  to  appeal  to 
a  tribunal  by  all  parties. 

That  .  .  .  group  pharmaceutical  practice  (i.e., 
tlie  condensation  of  a  number  of  pharmacies 
in  an  area  into  one  set  of  premises  giving  a 
much  improved  service)  is  in  the  public's 
best  interest  and  that  the  Council  should 
protect  those  in  such  an  undertaking. 

No  action  can  be  taken  on  either 
resolution  until  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  a  Planned  Pharmaceutical 
Service  is  available. 

Part-time  Pharmacies 

That  .  .  .  the  Council  should  accept  in  prin- 
ciple the  opening  of  part-time  pharmacies 
in  rural  areas  where  no  satisfactory  pharma- 
ceutical service  exists. 

It  was  agreed  that  no  further  action 
could  be  taken  on  the  resolution  at  the 
present  time.  The  principle  outlined  in 
the  resolution  was  to  be  considered  by 
the  above  Committee  at  the  appropri- 
ate stage  in  its  discussions. 

Regional  Representation 

That  .  .  .  the  Council  should  fully  investigate 
the  structure  of  the  Council  and  the  electoral 
system  with  a  view  to  ensuring  a  measure  of 
regional  representation  in  addition  to  indi- 
vidual representation. 

The  Council  sympathises  with  the 
arguments  supporting  a  measure  of 
regional  representation,  but  considers 
that  those  favouring  a  nationally  elected 
Council  are  equally  valid.  An  import- 
ant factor  to  be  considered  is  that  at 
the  present  time  each  member  of 
Council  has  an  equal  status  by  virtue 
of  the  method  of  election.  That  situa- 
tion would  not  necessarily  apply  in 
actual  practice  if  the  motion  were 
implemented.  However,  Council  has 
recently  accepted  in  principyle  a  scheme 
for  a  degree  of  regional  organisation 
of  the  branches.  The  scheme  was  con- 
sidered by  the  annual  meeting  of 
branch  secretaries  during  October. 
Included  in  the  proposals  is  the 
establishment  of  regional  committees 
and  it  is  proposed  that  those  members 
of  Council  residing  in  a  particular  area 
would  be  cx-officio  members  of  the 
regional  committee.  If  there  is  no 
member  resident  in  a  particular  region, 
then  the  committee  would  be  allowed 
to  invite  a  member  of  Council  to 
attend  its  meetings  and  be  associated 
with  the  region.  Such  a  member  would 
also  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings  in 
his  region  of  residence.  It  is  also 
proposed  to  invite  one  officer  from 
each  regional  committee  to  attend 
Council  meetings  on  one  occasion  each 
year  and  that  there  should  be  an 
annual  meeting  of  regional  secretaries 
in  London.  Whilst  providing  the  direct 
contact  between  Council  and  the  re- 
gions which  motivates  the  resolution, 


the  arrangement  would  mean  that  no 
sectional  or  territorial  stresses  would  be 
introduced  to  detract  from  the  strong 
bond  of  unity  which  gives  force  to  the 
decisions  of  Council.  The  single  trans- 
ferable vote  system  was  fully  investi- 
gated by  Council  recently  and  con- 
sidered to  be  unsuitable  for  the  Coun- 
cil's elections. 

Stimulating  Interest 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
it  would  stimulate  interest  in  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  if  votes  recorded  tor 
election  of  Council  members  were  counted 
prior  to  the  meeting,  so  that  results  could 
be  announced  on  the  day  of  the  meeting. 

The  Council  maintain  the  view  that  the 
balance  of  advantage  lies  in  the  present 
method,  which  precludes  the  possibility 
of  the  president  having  to  announce  at 
the  annual  meeting  his  own  defeat  in 
the  Council  election.  If  the  resolution 
were  implemented  he  could  be  placed 
in  the  difficult  situation  of  having  to 
chair  the  remainder  of  the  annual 
meeting  and  the  full  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  on  the  following 
day.  in  the  knowledge  that  he  no  longer 
enjoyed  the  confidence  of  the  elector- 
ate. This  argument  also  applies  to  the 
chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  and 
was  highlighted  at  the  1968  Branch 
Representatives"  meeting,  when  a  chair- 
man who  was  replying  to  a  number  of 
important  motions  (and  because  of  his 
experience  was  the  person  most  quali- 
fied to  do  so)  was  not  re-elected  to 
Council.  But  for  the  present  system, 
that  would  have  been  public  know- 
ledge at  the  meeting,  placing  the  chair- 
man in  an  unenviable  position,  or  de- 
priving the  meeting  of  the  best  advice. 
Council  considers  that  a  further  change 
in  the  by-laws  relating  to  this  matter 
should  not  be  considered  so  soon  after 
the  last  change  (in  1966). 

Practical  Training 

That  the    Society   should  investigate 

methods  of  control  of  the  conditions  apply- 
ing throughout  the  practical  training. 

The  matter  is  being  considered  by  the 
Education  Committee.  A  further  state- 
ment will  be  made  in  the  final  report. 

Rural  Dispensing 

That  .  .  .  the  Council  should  continue  to 
pursue  with  the  appropriate  authorities  the 
problem  of  rural  dispensing. 

A  meeting  attended  by  representatives 
of  the  Council  and  representatives  of 
the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  was 
held  at  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
July  22.  Discussions  at  the  meeting  in- 
dicated that  the  matter  would  be  taken 
a  stage  further  in  the  autumn  of  1968. 

Sealing  of  Containers 

Tliat  .  the  attention  of  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers  should  be  drawn  to  the  need  to 
ensure  that  all  medicines  are  supplied  in 
containers  sealed  in  such  a  manner  that 
tampering  with  the  pack  during  transit  can 
be  easily  detected. 

After  the  resolution  was  considered  by 
Council  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the 
secretaries  of  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  and 
the  National  Association  of  Pharma- 


ceutical Distributors.  In  general,  the' 
N.A.P.D.  is  sympathetic  to  the  terms  of 
the  resolution,  fslo  reply  has  yet  beeni 
received  from  the  A. B.P.I. 

Pack  Sizes 

That  .  .  .  manufacturers  should  be  askedi 
to  consider  reducing  the  size  of  packs  of 
amphetamine  and  similar  drugs  so  that 
smaller  stocks  more  appropriate  to  present 
requirements  could  be  held  in  each  individual 
pharmacy. 

When  the  resolution  was  discussed  in 
May  the  point  was  made  from  the 
platform  that  pack  sizes  were  related 
to  usage  and  that  the  pharmacist  would 
wish  to  keep  a  pack  appropriate  to  the 
demand  for  the  particular  product  over,, 
a  reasonable  period  in  his  pharmacy.  It 
was  decided  to  make  an  approach  to 
the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  to  sug 
gest  that  representations  should  be 
made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the 
effect  that,  for  drugs  covered  by  the 
Drugs  (Prevention  of  Misuse)  Act  1964 
three  weeks"  demand  instead  of  six 
weeks'  would  be  more  appropriate  in 
deciding  the  pack  size  to  be  used  foi 
remuneration  purposes. 

The  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  iri 
July  endorsed  the  Society's  views.  I 
was  decided  that  representations  shoulc 
be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  tha 
drugs  of  addiction  should  be  deletec 
from  the  list  of  proprietary  prepara 
tions  with  a  commonly  used  pack  size 
included  in  Part  IV  of  the  Druf 
Tariff  and  that  for  those  drugs  a  stocl 
turnover  period  of  three  weeks,  insteac 
of  six  weeks,  should  be  accepted  as  th( 
basic  period  for  deciding  pack  size  fo: 
pricing  purposes.  The  reaction  of  th< 
Ministry  is  awaited. 

Homes  for  Elderly  Pharmacists 

That  .  .  .  the  Society  should  be  requested  ti 
investigate  ways  and  means  of  participatin 
with  other  appropriate  professional  organiss 
lions  in  the  maintenance  of  homes  for  thei 
aged  members,  active  or  infirm. 

The  Council  has  investigated  the  pos 
sibility  of  participating  in  two  differen 
existing  organisations  run  by  th' 
charitable  funds  of  professional  ant] 
other  societies  but  has  come  to  thi 
conclusion  that  the  existing  more  fle: 
ible  system  of  arranging  accommoda 
tion  where  necessary  in  homes  in 
close  to  the  beneficiaries  home  areas  i 
more  satisfactory  and  should  be  cor 
tinued.

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"FINAL"  OFFER  ON  REMUNERATION 

Ministry's  "package"  for  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  consider 


IN  a  "package"  remuneration  settle- 
ment for  1967-69,  the  Ministry  of 
Health  is  offering  chemist  contractors 
an  average  notional  salary  of  £2,230  a 
year  for  1967,  with  increases  for  1968 
and  1969,  and  a  profit  of  fivepence  per 
prescription. 

The  "final"  offer  is  being  discussed 
at  the  conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  representatives  in  London 
on  November  3.  Should  the  "package" 
prove  unacceptable  to  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee, however,  the  Ministry  reserves 
the  right  to  withdraw  its  offer  and  to 
resume  negotiations  on  the  basis  of 
Ministry's  previous  position.  The 
Minister  agrees  in  advance  to  any  joint 
approach  to  an  arbiter  the  contractors' 
committee  might  seek.  Details  of  the 
offer  are  as  follows: — 

(a)  Notional  Salary 

(1)  To  raise  the  existing  offer  of  £2,183 
average  notional  earnings  to  £2,230, 
representing  a  range  from  £2,030  for 
group  I  to  £2.684  for  group  6 
cfiemists. 

(2)  To  treat  this  as  a  1967  figure  only 
and  raise  it  by  3|  per  cent,  to  £2,308 
(range  £2,101 -£2,777)  for  1968;  simi- 
larly up-dating  it,  in  line  with  the 
current  indices  subject  to  the  limit 
of  3t  per  cent.,  for  1969.  These  two 
changes  together  represent  a  conces- 
sion of  up  to  about  £2m.  over  the 
three  years  1967-69. 

(b)  Profit 

The  Ministry  is  prepared  to  agree  a 
profit  of  fivepence  per  prescription, 
representing  a  concession  of  about 
£l-6m.  over  the  three  years  l%7-69. 

(c)  Rates  of  Payment 

The  concessions  would  increase  the 
sum  due  to  chemists  in  such  a  way  that, 
if  rates  of  payment  remained  un- 
changed, before  the  end  of  1969  the 
sum  due  would  come  into  balance  with 
the  sums  that  have  been  paid;  at  that 
point  in  time  rates  of  payment  would  in 
fact  be  running  perhaps  about  twopence 
per  prescription  below  the  level  of  costs 
and  agreed  profit.  Rather  than  delay  any 
further  change  in  pay  rates  until  the 
moment  when  the  previous  excess  pay- 
ments are  wholly  offset,  the  Minister 
would  regard  it  as  reasonable  to  agree  a 
small  rise  rather  before  that  time,  pro- 
vided there  were  good  indications  that 
it  was  only  a  mat;er  of  months  away, 
and  provided  rates  of  payment  remained 


below  cost  plus  profit,  as  then  estimated; 
followed  by  a  second  rise  when  a 
balance  was  finally  reached.  It  is  there- 
fore suggested  that  the  two  sides  should 
next  Spring  reconsider  the  forecast 
balance-sheet  as  it  then  stands,  with  a 
view  to  increasing  rates  of  payment  by 
one  penny  from,  say,  April  1  if  the 
trend  of  costs  and  income  remained  as 
at  present  forecast.  Because  of  the  im- 
possibility of  making  any  exact  forecast 
of  either  costs  or  income  so  far  in 
advance  it  is  impossible  for  the 
Ministry  to  give  an  exact  undertaking 
now  as  to  date;  but  the  above  is  given 
as  a  firm  undertaking  as  to  the  circum- 
stances that  would  be  regarded  as 
justifying  such  a  rise. 

Fifth  in  Series 

The  Ministry's  offer  is  in  reply  to 
points  raised  by  the  contractors'  com- 
mittee at  a  meeting  on  August  24,  and 
is  the  fifth  of  a  series  of  offers  made 
during  the  year — the  first  (lanuary  18) 
having  been  for  a  notional  salary  of 
£1,997  and  a  profit  margin  of  four- 
pence  per  prescription.  Taking  into 
account  increases  in  notional  salary 
and  decreases  in  profit  margin,  the 
committee  values  the  final  offer  (in 
pence  per  prescription)  as  a  net  in- 
crease over  1966  of  OSd.  in  1967, 
1-ld.  in  1968  and  r4d.  in  1969  (assum- 
ing a  3t  per  cent,  increase  in  notional 
salary).  According  to  a  Contractors' 
Committee  document  to  be  considered 
on  November  3,  the  Ministry  has  been 
proposing  that  the  basis  of  the  arbitra- 
tion award  in  Scotland — that  is,  relat- 
ing the  profit  per  prescription  to  a  lOy 
per  cent,  return  on  capital  employed — 
should  be  applied  to  England  and 
Wales,  but  the  Committee  has  continued 
to  press  for  a  7}  per  cent,  return  on 
turnover. 

Difficultiess  "Atypical"? 

Among  other  subjects  to  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  meeting  of  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee  representatives  is  re- 
muneration in  relation  to  prescription 
charges,  the  Ministry  having  rejected 
as  "certainly  atypical"  the  "extreme 
difficulties  complained  of  by  some 
chemists."  Reports  are  being  presented 
on  the  present  position  concerning  dis- 
pensing in  rural  areas  and  oxygen 
therapy  services,  and  the  meeting  will 
also  be  considering  the  central  com- 
mittee's views  on  the  "Green  Paper." 
A  further  topic  on  the  agenda  is  the 
supply  of  5-mil  spoons. 
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minimal.  During  the  past  year,  t 
"quality"  newspapers  have  frequem  . 
devoted  space  to  pharmacy  and  to  the 
Society's  policies.  In  Parliament,  the 
Society's  opinions  have  been  well  rep- 
resented recently  and,  when  circum- 
stances warrant  it,  that  will  continue. 
It  has  been  decided  that  a  publicity 
group,  comprising  four  members  of 
Council,  should  be  appointed  to:  (a) 
select  policies  for  publicity  and  (b) 
decide  for  and  against  intervention  in 
Ipublic  debate  upon  any  subject  relat- 
ing to  the  supply  of  medicines.  In 
appreciating  that  all  public  relations 
work  is  meaningless  unless  the  mem- 
bership understand  and  implement 
policies,  the  Council  has  also  decided 
ihat  the  president  should  address  an 
mnual  letter  to  every  member  of 
the  Society,  dealing  with  important 
matters  of  topical  interest. 

Society's  House  as  a  Social  Centre 

That  .  .  .  members  of  the  Society  should 
be  encouraged  to  use  the  Society's  London 
house  as  a  social  centre  for  pharmacists  and 
their  friends,  and  that  the  Council  should 
provide  adequate  and  suitable  facilities  for 
use.

The  Baroness  Serota  said  that  some 
infections  with  the  new  variant  of 
influenza  virus  had  occurred  and  more 
could  be  expected.  No  antibiotic  had 
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cerning  prescription  charges  and 
refunds  for  items  dispensed  by 
chemists  in  England  and  Wales.  The 
prescriptions  for  the  period  June  10-30, 
1967,  have  been  assumed  to  be  nine- 
teen twentysixth's  of  the  total  for  the 
whole  month. 

"No"  to  State  Factory 

The  Minister  of  Health  was  asked  by 
Mr.  L.  Pavitt  on  October  22  whether 
he  would  consider  establishing  a  pub- 
licly owned  factory  to  produce  drugs 
commonly  purchased  through  the 
National  Health  Service  as  was  the 
case  in  Sweden. 

Mr.  K.  Robinson:  My  inquiries 
suggest  that  production  of  drugs  by 
the  State  in  Sweden  is  on  a  limited 
scale  and  not  such  as  to  affect  the 
prices  of  proprietary  preparations 
which,  there  as  here,  account  for  most 
of  the  cost  of  drugs.  I  see  no  reason 
at  present  to  differ  from  the  view  of 
the  Sainsbury  Committee,  which  did 
not  recommend  the  establishment  of  a 
publicly  owned  factory  in  this  country. 

Drug  dependency  report 

Mr.  M.  Carlisle  asked  the  Home 
Secretary  when  he  expected  to  receive 
the  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Drug  Dependence  about  hallucino- 
genic drugs.  —  Mr.  Elystan  Morgan 
(Parliamentary  Secretary):  Early  next 
month. 

Comments  on  Green  Paper 

Replying  to  demands  that  there 
should  be  an  extension  of  the  time 
limit  for  submitting  comments  of  the 
Green  Paper  on  the  administrative 
structure  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, Mr,  Robinson,  in  a  written 
answer  on  October  25,  said  that  the 
Government  wished  to  consider  the 
future  administrative  structure  of  the 
Health  Services  alongside  the  report  of 
the  Royal  Commission  on  Local 
Government  in  England.  He  hoped  to 
receive  a  majority  of  the  comments  on 
the  Green  Paper  by  the  end  of  Novem- 
ber, though  he  would  endeavour  to 
take  into  account  comments  presented 
before  the  end  of  January  1969. 

Hong  Kong  'Flu 

In  the  House  of  Lords  the  Earl  of 
Harrowby  asked  on  October  25  if 
steps  could  be  taken  to  expedite  the 
production  of  the  "preventative  anti- 
biotic" for  "Hong  Kong  'flu"  in  view 
of  the  likelihood  that  the  disease  would 
reach  United  Kingdom  later  this  year. 


been  shown  to  be  effective  against 
influenza.  Certain  new  antiviral  drugs 
under  investigation  were  not  yet 
proven.  The  new  variant  of  the  influ- 
enza virus  was  being  incorporated  into 
vaccines  now  under  active  develop- 
ment by  the  pharmaceutical  industry. 
Production  had  begun  and  substantial 
quantities  would  become  available  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  degree  of 
efi^ectiveness  was  not  known. 


Labelling 

Mrs.  J.  Butler  asked  the  Minister  o' 
Agriculture  what  were  his  proposals  fo 
amending  the  Labelling  of  Food  Re| 
gulations  in  regard  to  specifying  tb 
size  in  which  product  names,  ingredient 
and  minor  ingredients  should  be  prin| 
ted  in  relation  to  each  other.  —  M 
J.  Hoy  (Parliamentary  Secretary) :  Al 
the  interests  concerned  have  been  con 
suited  about  the  desirability  of  sucl 
amendments.  Their  representations  ar 
being  considered  and  a  decision  will  bi 
made  as  soon  as  possible. 

Royal  Assent:  Queen's  Speech 

It  was  announced  in  both  Houses  o 
Parliament  on  October  25  that  th 
Royal  Assent  had  been  given  to  th 
Medicines  Act  1968,  and  The  Restric| 
tive  Trade  Practices  Act  1968. 

During  the  Queen's  Speech  oij 
October  30  introducing  the  new  sessioi 
of  Parliament,  the  Government  an 
nounced  the  intention  to  introduce  ; 
Bill  to  effect  the  change  to  a  decima 
currency.  It  was  also  stated  that  specia 
attention  would  be  given  to  the  forrr 
of  administration  of  the  health  am 
welfare  services.

Appeal  Dismissed 

A  JUDICIAL  committee  of  the  Privy 
Council  on  October  29  rejected  an 
appeal  by  Dr.  John  Petro  against  the 
erasure  of  his  name  from  the  Medical 
Register.  Lord  Hodson  who  presided, 
said  the  Committee  would  give  its 
reasons  later. 

Thalidomide  Parents  May  Sue 

A  NUMBER  of  parents  of  children  born 
deformed  succeeded  in  the  High  Court, 
London,  on  October  24  in  obtaining  a 
judgment  enabling  them  to  begin  ac- 
tions for  damages  against  British  manu- 
facturers of  the  drug  thalidomide.  The 
parents  had  previously  been  barred 
from  initiating  actions  because  they  had 
failed  to  commence  proceedings  within 
three  years  from  the  time  of  the  alleged 
injuries. 

Drugs  by  Forged  Prescription 

A  DESERTER  from  the  American  army 
appeared  at  Tottenham,  London,  court, 
on  October  22  on  a  charge  of  forging 
a  prescription  in  an  attempt  to  obtain 
drugs.  Paul  Mauricio,  now  unemployed, 
Hilldrop  Road,  London,  N.17,  ad- 
mitted forging  a  prescription  and 
attempting  to  obtain  with  it  sixty 
Drinamyl  tablets  from  Towler,  Hartley, 
Ltd.,  Church  Street,  London,  N.9,  on 
October  21.  Said  to  have  had  two  pre- 
vious convictions,  Mauricio  was  re- 
manded in  custody  for  two  weeks. 

Not  a  Valid  Patent 

An  appeal  in  a  patent  action  against 
John  Tye  &  Son,  Caledonian  Road,  Lon- 
don, N.l,  was  dismissed  by  the  House 
of  Lords  on  October  23.  The  appeal  was 
by  Miss  Dorothy  Frances  Pickering 
(executrix  of  a  Mr.  Leopold  Rado) 
from  a  judgment  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal  reversing  a  decision  of  Mr. 
Justice  Lloyd-Jacob  in  the  High  Court. 
Miss  Pickering  (of  Technopol  Labora- 
tories, St.  John  Street,  E.C.I),  claimed 


that  a  process  used  by  Messrs.  Ty 
since  1952  to  make  the  sachets  infringe^ 
Mr.  Rado's  patent,  which  expired  ii 
August  1965.  Lord  Upjohn  said  th 
only  question  was  whether  the  paten 
granted  to  the  late  Mr.  Rado  was  valid 
since  infringement  was  now  admitted 
In  his  opinion  the  invention  was  ob 
vious  to  men  of  science  and  employer 
of  labour  and  Mr.  Rado's  invention  wa 
void  as  obvious  and  involving  n( 
inventive  step.  Lords  Hodson,  Gues 
and  Pearson  agreed.  Lord  Donovan 
also  agreeing,  said  he  had  "som 
doubts"  about  the  case  but  did  not  fe 
so  firmly  attached  to  them  as  to  pres 
them  to  the  point  of  dissent.

"WE  see  the  pharmacist  as  one  of  the 
hospital's  scientific  team  and  all  other 
aspects  of  the  pharmaceutical  service 
should  be  looked  on  as  subsidiary  ac- 
tivities in  the  future.  The  role  of  the 
hospital  pharmacist  of  the  future  must 
be  that  of  a  pharmaceutical  clinician  and 
not  a  dispenser  content  with  repetitive 
work.""  Those  views  are  expressed  by 
the  Socialist  Medical  Association  in  its 
evidence  to  the  Working  Party  on  the 
Hospital  Pharmaceutical  Service  (the 
Noel  Hall  Committee). 

Hospital  Unit  of  the  Future 

The  memorandum  begins  by  taking 
the  district  general  hospital  as  the  hos- 
pital unit  of  the  future.  Pharmacy,  it 
says,  must  fit  into  that  administrative 
unit.  It  welcomes  the  creation  of  new 
sectional  officers,  including  the  pharma- 
ceutical officer,  who  would  weld  to- 
gether in  his  area  hospital  pharmacy, 
general-practitioner  pharmacy,  pharma- 
ceutical teaching  sections  in  universi- 
ties and  colleges,  and  pharmaceutical 
industry.  With  the  area  pattern  modelled 
on  the  lines  of  the  Ministry's  profes- 
sional, technical,  administrative  and 
organisational  structure,  it  is  suggested 
that  Area  Pharmaceutical  Consultative 
Committees  should  be  formed  having 
a  membership  elected  from  persons 
nominated  by  each  of  the  four  sections 
of  pharmacy. 

Improvements  in  communication 
within  the  area  and  the  hospital  are 
proposed,  including  regular  meetings 
between  doctors,  nurses  and  pharmacists 
to  discuss  current  procedures.  There 
would  also  be  joint  talks  and  lectures 
as  part  of  a  wider  syllabus  of  co-edu- 
cation and  co-communication  between 
cation  and  co-communication  between 
within  the  hospital.  "Ward  round"  ser- 
vices by  pharmacists  are  praised  but 
thought  to  be  wasteful  to  man-power —

TYNE,  WEAR  AND  TEES 

Applications  of  Pharmacognosy 

The  annual  joint  meeting  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  Branches  on  the  Tyne, 
Wear  and  Tees  was  held  in  the  Three 
Tuns  hotel,  Durham,  on  October  2. 
Including  students  from  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  in  Sunderland,  over  100 
people  were  present  to  hear  Dr.  F. 
Fish  (University  of  Strathclyde)  talk 
about  the  applications  of  pharma- 
cognosy and  forensic  science.  Sub- 
sequent questions  covered  subjects 
from  the  frequency  of  hexobarbitone 
poisoning  to  the  poisonous  nature  of 
mistletoe  berries.  Mr.  A.  Vickers 
(Sunderland  School  of  Pharmacy)  pro- 
posed the  vote  of  thanks. 


instead,  the  proposal  is  made  to  con- 
tinue the  important  dialogue  by  a  daily 
visit  to  each  ward  in  rota  by  a  senior 
pharmacist. 

If  the  research  team  became  a  joint 
team,  it  is  suggested,  clinical  research 
could  become  much  more  effective 
within  hospitals.  The  aim  of  all  major 
hospital  pharmaceutical  departments  in 
which  clinical  therapeutic  trials  are 
carried  out  must  be  to  participate  ac- 
tively "as  a  right"  in  the  trials. 

The  memorandum  adds  to  its  views 
on  the  future  role  of  the  hospital  phar- 
macist by  saying  that  pharmaceutical 
curricula  should  take  account  of  the 
specific  needs  of  hospital  pharmacy 
and  that  academic  pharmaceutical  re- 
search could  become  more  orientated 
to  the  real  problems  of  drug  therapy. 
The  structure  created  should  allow  the 
hospital  pharmacist  to  specialise  in  a 
given  field  of  study,  for  example  in  drug 
formulation  and  metabolism,  pharma- 
ceutical analysis,  microbiology,  organi- 
sation and  methods  of  drug  distribu- 
tion. Provisions  must  also  be  made  for 
refresher  courses,  and  post-graduate 
courses  available  to  chief  and  deputy 
chief  pharmacists  "should  be  made 
compulsory  .  .  .  regardless  of  staff  short- 
age and  other  problems." 

Two  Grades  of  Technician 

On  the  role  of  the  pharmacy  techni- 
cian the  memorandum  envisages  two 
grades  being  required.  "The  pharmacy 
technician  engaged  in  dispensing  could 
be  trained  to  a  level  where  he  could 
work  on  his  own  initiative  and  have 
sufficient  knowledge  to  know  when  he 
should  turn  to  the  pharmacist  for  guid- 
ance. With  properly  trained  technicians 
the  graduate  pharmacist  could  be  re- 
lieved of  a  large  proportion  of  routine 
work.  Other  technicians  are  required 
in  compounding  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations and  sterile  products.  These 
need  not  have  the  greater  skill  and 
knowledge  of  the  dispensing  techni- 
cian." The  aim  proposed  for  such  staff" 
would  be  parity  with  medical  laboratory 
technicians. 

In  relation  to  recruitment,  the  memo- 
randum states  that  hospital  pharma- 
cists should  have  parity  in  salaries  with 
retail  pharmacy  and  the  drug  industry 
and  there  should  be  attention  to  career 
structure.  Additional  posts  of  respon- 
sibility could  be  created  to  share  the 
burdens  of  the  chief  pharmacist,  includ- 
ing designation  of  senior  pharmacists 
as,  for  example,  "senior  sterile  labora- 
tory pharmacist"  and  "senior  research 
pharmacist."  The  period  of  annual  in- 
crements of  salaries  should  be  increased 
from  five  years  to  fifteen  years  before 
the  maximum  is  reached  in  each  grade. 

The  memorandum  finds  merit  in  the 
proposal  that  referral  to  general  practice 
pharmacists  of  out-patients'  repetitive 
prescriptions  could  relieve  pressures  on 
hospital  dispensing.  It  is  proposed  that 
an  organisational  and  methods  study 
should  be  made  of  existing  working, 
storage  and  service  conditions  in  hos- 
pital pharmacy. 

The  memorandum  was  prepared  by 
an  ad  hoc  committee  of  the  Association 
that  included  group  chief  pharmacists. 
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SIGNS  OF  A  RETURN  TO  HOME  PROCESSING

ALTHOUGH  this  biennial  interna- 
tional exhibition  has  again  increased 
in  physical  size  the  pace  of  product 
development  appears  to  have  slowed 
somewhat  and  such  new  items  of  equip- 
ment as  were  introduced  were  generally 
logical  outcomes  of  previous  designs 
and  not  really  startling  innovations. 

However,  there  was  one  trend  which 
manifested  itself  and  that  was  in  rela- 
tion to  the  resurgence  of  interest  upon 
the  part  of  the  amateur  photographer 
in  actually  doing  his  own  processing 
and  printing.  This  return  to  "do-it- 
yourself"  has  already  been  noted  in  the 
United  Slates  and  the  smaller  dealer 
has  benefited  because  of  the  personal 
advice  which  is  again  being  sought.  In 
Western  Germany  it  was  reported  that 
there  is  a  similar  move  away  from 
simple  colour  slide  snapshotting,  in 
which  the  camera  user  plays  no  more 
part  than  the  making  of  the  exposure, 
to  a  more  active  interest  in  photo- 
graphy. Several  manufacturers  are 
offering  "kits"  for  home  use:  these  are 
often  small  and  compact  to  meet  the 
limitations  of  flat-dwellers  without  an 
excess  of  accommodation  for  setting  up 
elaborate  darkrooms. 

In  the  Netherlands,  though,  the  same 
kind  of  activity  does  not  yet  appear  to 
have  got  under  way  In  fact,  one  of 
the  principal  importer-wholesalers 
caustically  remarked  "The  more  leisure 
time  they  have,  the  lazier  they  get." 

A  British  dealer  to  whom  I  talked, 
and  who  has  only  a  moderate  estab- 
lishment in  South  London,  is  already 
again  stocking  chemicals,  packets  of 
paper  and  so  on  to  provide  a  steadily 
increasing  turn-over  in  this  branch  of 
photographic  materials  and  accessories. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  indicate 
the  reversal  of  the  trend  which  was 
aptly  summed  up  by  another  sarcastic 
confession  of  "I've  given  up  photog- 
raphy —  all  I  do  now  is  to  take  colour 
pictures." 

Cartridge  System  Popular 

There  can  be  little  doubt  now  that 
the  126  cartridge  easy-loading  system  is 
likely  to  be  the  most  successful  of  all 
of  the  methods  so  far  devised.  Kodak 
Ltd.'  has  just  introduced  three  new 
models,  British  designed  and  manufac- 
tured, in  the  lower  price  range.  The 
simplest  is  the  Instamatic  33,  with  a 
recommended  retail  price  of  £3  17s.  7d. 
This  camera  has  a  fixed-focus  43-mm. 
f/11  lens  (range  from  4  ft.  to  infinity),

The  next  two  cameras  in  the  range 
are  to  be  sold  as  "outfits"  only,  com- 
plete with  wrist-strap,  126  Kodacolor-X 
film,  flashcube,  Maliory  PX23  battery 
and  instruction  booklet.

Also  from  the  Agfa  organisation  is  a 
new  Super  8  material  .  .  .  many  people 
already  favour  Perutz  colour  materials 
and  the  new  stock  is  Peruchrome  in  the 
usual  Super  8  cartridge.  Its  speeds  in 
artificial  light  is  4()ASA  (17DIN)  and 
in  daylight  is  25ASA  (I5D1N).  I  he 
material  will  not,  however,  be  available 
in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  number  of  projectors,  both  slide 
and  movie,  was  legion — some  are  new, 
others  only  variants  of  earlier  models, 
generally  with  increased  light  output 
and  automatic  control  features.  Several 
slide  projectors  were  shown  with  '"stack 
loading",  that  is,  the  slides  to  be  shown, 
whether  in  conventional  card  or  in 
metal /glass  mounts,  are  placed  in  a 
simple  tray  in  the  projector  and  do  not 
have  to  be  racked  in  a  sliding  maga- 
zine. 

But  not  all  of  the  equipment  shown

was  either  expensive  or  complex  and 
one  of  the  neatest  little  Super  8  viewers 
that  was  seen  was  the  Liesegang^ 
mobil-e,  completely  self-contained  and 
battery  powered  with  a  small  electric- 
motor  drive.  Its  overall  size  may  be 
judged  from  the  hands  holding  it 
(see  illustration  at  head  of  column).  It 
may  also  be  used  as  an  editor  and 
there  is  a  built-in  edge  punch  for  frame 
marking  —  when  the  unit  is  to  be  used 
for  a  long  time  then  there  is  a  mains 
attachment  to  save  drain  on  the  bat- 
tery .  .  .  this  latter  consists  of  three  1"5- 
volt  cells.  The  overall  dimensions  are 
approximately  7  in.  x  5y  in.  x  2i  in. 
(comparable  with  a  cassette  recorder) 
and  it  weighs  about  ly  lb.  It  is  not  yet 
known  when  the  viewer  becomes  avail- 
able. 


These,  then,  are  some  of  the  more 
interesting  items  that  were  seen  at 
photokina;  to  attempt  to  catalogue  all 
of  the  new  equipment  would  need  a 
mammoth  issue,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  trends  that  have  been  indicated  will 
be  of  some  value.  One  thing  did  seem 
to  stand  out,  though,  and  that  was  the 
tendency  to  introduce  higher-priced 
equipment  for  the  simplified  camera- 
loading  systems,  where  the  complexity 
of  operation  was  built  into  the  appara- 
tus to  leave  the  user  free  to  make  pic- 
tures without  worrying  about  techni- 
calities. Such  facilities  must  nevertheless 
be  paid  for,  but  if  the  higher-priced 
cameras  produce  better  or  more  con- 
sistent results  for  the  user  then  there 
will  be  less  dissatisfaction  at  the 
dealer's  counter.

Fungicide  Described  at  Congress. — 
A  new  fungicide,  said  to  promise 
effective,  economical  control  of  many 


important  plant  diseases,  was  described 
at  the  first  International  Congress  of 
Plant  Pathology  in  London  recently  by 
Dr.  C.  J.  Delp  (E.I.  du  Pont  de 
Nemours  &  Co.,  Wilmington,  Dela- 
ware, U.S.A.).  The  new  Du  Pont 
product  is  Benlate  fungicide,  formerly 
known  as  Du  Pont  fungicide  1991.  It 
is  claimed  to  have  a  "unique  combina- 
tion of  preventative,  curative  and  sys- 
temic fungicidal  properties,  mite  ovi- 
cide activity  and  plant  safety".  Field 
applications  to  apple  trees  have  con- 
trolled scab,  powdery  mildew,  black 
rot,  fly  speck,  sooty  blotch  and  spider 
mites.  There  have  also  been  successful 
results  against  fungal  disease  on 
peaches,  cherry,  grape,  blueberry, 
citrus,  bananas,  celery,  sugar  beet,  rice 
and  roses.  Experimentally,  Benlate  has 
been  applied  as  a  foliar  spray  and  by 
dipping,  and  shows  promise  when 
applied  by  soil  incorporation,  drench- 
ing or  as  a  seed  treatment. 

Lecture  at  Jodrell  Bank. — Dietitians 
from  hospitals  throughout  the  North 
and  Midlands  recently  attended  a  lec- 
ture on  phenylketonuria  at  the  Nuf- 
field Radio  Astronomy  Laboratories  of 
Manchester  University  at  Jodrell  Bank. 
Sponsored  by  Trufood.  Ltd.,  the  lec- 
ture was  given  by  Dr.  F.  P.  Hudson, 
Alder  Hey  Children's  Hospital,  Liver- 
pool, one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on 
the  subject.

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Prospects  Hard  But  Not  Hopeless 

Criticisms  were  levelled  at  the  Post  OfHce,  the  banks 
and  the  Goverment  when  Mr.  Charles  L.  Dodd  made 
his  presidential  speech  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Chamber  of  Trade  at  Peebles,  October  26-29. 
The  Post  Office,  as  he  put  it,  had  recently  been  suffer- 
ing convulsions.  The  introduction  of  the  five-penny 
post  had  undermined  the  confidence  of  the  business 
community  in  the  postal  services,  and  the  only  cer- 
tainty about  the  innovation  was  that  second-class  mail 
was  now  delayed. 

The  banks,  however  they  regarded  themselves,  were 
an  integral  part  of  the  system  of  distribution,  particu- 
larly at  branch  level.  The  services  provided  by  the 
banks  and  by  the  shopkeepers  were  complementary  to 
one  another.  They  hardly  seemed  to  realise  the  extent 
to  which,  with  the  banks  closed  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, shopkeepers  were  having  to  supplement  the 
banking  services.  Responsibilities  were  being  imposed  on 
the  shopkeeper  by  the  increasing  payment  of  wages  by 
cheque  and  the  increasing  use  of  £5  and  £10  notes 
in  pay  packets,  that  he  should  not  have  to  shoulder. 
The  amount  of  cash  given  as  change  on  a  Saturday, 
whether  for  cheques  or  notes,  was  so  large  that  it 
sometimes  exceeded  the  cash  taken.  The  problem 
would  be  intensified  by  all-day  closing  on  Saturday. 
For,  while  the  public  would  be  unable  to  get  cash  from 
the  bank,  the  shopkeeper  would  have  to  hold  over  a 
substantial  amount  of  cash  on  Friday  night  to  meet 
customers'  correspondingly  increased  cash  demands  on 
Saturday.  If  there  were  greater  competition  in  the 
anking  world,  said  Mr.  Dodd,  the  banks  would  find 
ways  out  of  their  difficulties. 

Mr.  Dodd's  charge  against  the  Government  was 
hat  it  had  attempted  to  "hoodwink"  the  public  into 
hinking  that  the  "wicked  retailer"  was  responsible  for 
he  unpleasant  steep  rise  in  the  cost  of  living.  Time  and 
ime  again  the  shopkeeper  was  criticised  over  price  rises  ; 


time  and  again  he  was  threatened  with  dire  conse- 
quences if  he  failed  to  hold  price  levels.  Yet  all  the 
time  Government-inspired  costs  were  continuing  to 
rise,  among  them  selective  employment  tax.  National 
Insurance  contributions,  telephone  charges,  redundancy 
contributions,  purchase  tax  and  postages.  Both  gas 
and  electricity  costs  were  up  and  it  was  noteworthy 
that  in  the  nationalised  industries  (not  charged  with 
selective  employment  tax)  prices  had  risen  by  over 
66  per  cent,  since  1962,  whereas  retail  prices  had  risen 
by  only  25  per  cent.  There  had  been  a  furore  over 
profit  margins,  and  it  was  not  being  recognised  through- 
out the  whole  system  of  finance  that  profits  and  capital 
outlay  were  essentially  tied  together,  and  that  no  busi- 
ness could  operate  efficiently  without  showing  a  proper 
and  adequate  return  upon  the  capital  employed.  The 
Government  expected  distributors  to  increase  their 
capital  outlay,  and  cut  back  their  profit  margins.  He 
asked  for  a  return  to  a  sensible  approach  to  business 
life,  with  freedom  to  compete  and  incentives  to  work 
and  invest. 

Mr.  Dodd  was  also  critical,  though  less  vehemently, 
of  some  of  his  fellow  retailers.  Retailers  had  always 
had  a  tendency  to  exaggerate  their  fears  "to  such  an 
extent  that  we  scare  even  ourselves."  The  end  of  the 
manufacturers'  fight  to  retain  resale  price  maintenance 
on  tobacco  and  cigarettes  did  not,  he  declared,  mean 
that  the  independent  trader  must  accept  bankruptcy 
as  inevitable.  The  selection  and  service  the  independent 
retailers  could  offer  was  a  formidable  weapon.  It  could 
be  greatly  sharpened  if  only  they  could  be  persuaded 
to  come  together  to  buy  in  bulk.  "Alas,"  said  Mr. 
Dodd,  "such  is  the  independence  of  the  independent 
that  in  but  few  instances  has  such  a  move  met  with 
the  support  it  deserves." 

Applying  those  arguments  to  pharmacy  we  find, 
though  there  is  much  to  agree  with,  some  signs  that 
such  insularity  is  breaking  down.  Correspondingly  a 
greater  sense  of  the  community  spirit  is  becoming 
evident.  Bulk  purchasing  by  local  groups  of  pharma- 
cists is  increasing  and  on  a  national  scale  the  marketing 
activities  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  are 
showing  continuous  consolidation.  Neither  pharmacists 
nor  any  class  of  retailer  can  afford  to  be  dilatory  in 
adopting  more  efficient  and  profitable  methods  of  pur- 
chasing, display  and  selling.  Many  have  realised  that. 
Others  should  think  quickly  about  it,  since  in  the  foresee- 
able future  neither  the  Government,  the  banks  nor  the 
G.P.O.  are  likely  to  act  in  a  manner  that  will  increase 
the  profitability  of  retailing.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


NEW  President  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  is  Mr.  T.  R.  Miller,  who  was 
unanimously  elected  for  1968-69  at  the  Council's 
monthly  meeting  held  in  Dublin  on  October  15.  Mr.  R.  J. 
Power  was  elected  Vice-president  and  Mr.  R.  J.  Semple 
Treasurer  (in  succession  to  Mr.  M.  Power).  Proposing  Mr. 
Miller,  the  outgoing  president  (Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman)  said 
that  his  integrity  and  ability  were  known  to  all,  and  he  had 
no  doubt  that,  under  Mr.  Miller,  considerably  more  would 
be  accomplished  than  had  been  achieved  under  his  own 
presidency.  Seconding,  Mr.  V.  G.  McEiwee  referred  to  the 
"lack  of  awareness"  that  characterised  the  position  of  phar- 
macy in  Ireland  to-day.  Attendance  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society  in  Galway  (see  p.  424)  had  been  disappoint- 
ing for  such  a  convenient  centre.  Most  pharmacists  con- 
sidered the  Council  a  remote  body  caring  little  about  the 
problems  of  pharmacy  in  general.  Before  the  new  Health 
Service  came  into  being  some  rethinking  and  reorganising 
would  have  to  be  undertaken,  affecting  even  the  Council 
itself.  Less  emphasis  would  have  to  be  put  on  statutory 
obligations  and  more  on  service  to  members.  Mr.  Miller 
was  "both  aggressive  enough  and  progressive  enough  '  to 
provide  the  necessary  leadership. 

Returning  thanks,  Mr,  Miller  said  it  would  be  difficult 
to  succeed  Mr.  Cashman.  The  standard  he  had  laid  down 
would  be  a  guideline  he  would  do  his  best  to  follow.  On 
behalf  of  the  Council  he  then  presented  Mr.  Cashman  with 
a  replica  of  the  president's  medallion. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Semple  Messrs.  J.  J.  Griffin  & 
Co.  were  re-elected  Auditors. 

'"'Reactivating'''  the  Committees 

When  the  election  of  the  various  Committees  was  being 
considered.  Mr.  M.  F.  Walsh  said  that  too  much  routine 
work  was  being  left  to  the  Council.  If  members"  hopes  for 
pharmacy  were  to  be  realised,  the  Committees  would  have  to 
be  reactivated  along  the  lines  of  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy 
Committee.  Permanent  chairmen  should  be  appointed.  If 
industrial  and  official  pharmacy  were  to  strike  a  proper 
relationship,  each  must  know  what  the  other  was  thinking. 
He  would  like  to  see  Council  representatives  from  the 
provinces  given  more  work  on  the  committee.  The  Presi- 
dent promised  to  review  the  situation. 

Messrs.  R.  J.  Semple,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  F.  Loughman,  T.  B. 
O'Sullivan  and  M.  F.  Walsh  were  elected  to  the  Certificates 
and  Declaration  Committee. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Corrigan,  Mr.  Walsh  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Practice 
of  Pharmacy  Committee.  Members  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  were  re-elected. 

In  a  tribute  to  the  Galway  Committee  for  the  excellent 
running  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Congress,  the 
President  said :  "It  is  one  of  the  greatest  pleasures  I  have 
ever  had  to  be  able  to  say  to  Miss  Cunniffe,  on  behalf  of 
the  Council  'Thank  you  for  the  marvellous  Congress.'  "  As 
a  result  of  the  Congress  all  pharmacists  felt  they  really 
belonged  to  a  profession  and  that  their  efforts  were  appre- 
ciated by  the  public. 

Mr.  M.  Costello  endorsed  the  president's  remarks  about 


the  Congress  and  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Cashman's  contribu-j 
tion  as  president. 

Mr.  Cashman  said  it  was  important  that  the  Congresses; 
should  continue  to  grow.  One  of  the  first  tasks  that  the  nevsl 
president  should  undertake,  in  conjunction  with  the  Irisl] 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  was  to  ensure  that  the  Con 
gress  remained  an  annual  feature.  Irrespective  of  any  proh 
lems  besetting  the  Association,  he  appreciated  the  work  i 
had  done  for  pharmacy. 

Associations  Ideas  Essential 

Mr.  Miller  thought  that  the  Association  appeared  to  b(| 
on  the  verge  of  collapse,  but  it  would  be  a  tragedy  if  i 
were  allowed  to  die.  The  ideas  behind  it  were  essential  fo: 
pharmacy's  progress.  He  thanked  sincerely  Mr.  Burrell  an^ 
his  committee  for  all  they  had  done  for  the  betterment  o 
the  profession. 

Miss  L.  Cunniffe  said  she  would  be  only  too  delighte( 
to  convey  the  Council's  good  wishes  to  her  committee 
Galway  fully  appreciated  that,  without  the  help  of  Mi 
Burrell  and  the  assistant  registrar  (Mr.  Cahill),  the  Congres 
would  not  have  been  such  a  success. 

Mr.  McElwee  said  he  would  like  to  have  the  Congress  ii 
Donegal  in  two  years'  time.  He  had  already  approaches 
Bord  Failte,  which  had  assured  him  of  its  co-operation. 

A  letter  from  the  Minister  for  Health,  dated  Septembe 
13,  regretted  delay  in  replying  to  a  letter  sent  by  the  Counci 
on  March  30  about  the  operation  of  the  Dangerous  Drug 
Act,  1934.  A  suggestion  put  forward  by  the  Society  ha 
been  considered  but,  by  the  criterion  whether,  by  and  larg( 
a  particular  measure  fulfilled  the  purposes  for  which  it  W2 
intended,  defects  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Legislation  wer 
difficult  to  find.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Law  Con 
mittee. 

Mr.  McElwee  reported  that  members  of  the  Doneg; 
Pharmacists'  Association  had  discussed  with  the  count 
manager  the  revision  of  terms  under  which  pharmacists  i 
the  county  supplied  medicines  to  "hardship"  cases  and  men 
bers  of  the  lower-income  group  attending  private  doctorj 
Pharmacists  had  been  receiving  rebates  of  15  per  cent 
items  costing  less  than  £2  and  20  per  cent,  on  items  costirl 
£2  and  over.  Under  the  new  arrangement  a  rebate  of  ^| 
per  cent,  would  apply  to  all  pharmacists  whose  month 
accounts  exceeded  £100  —  irrespective  of  the  cost  of  tlj 
items.  The  Association  had  accepted  the  proposal  and  t 
new  scheme  was  now  in  operation. 

The  registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  reported  that  thirtei 
candidates  out  of  twenty-five  had  passed  the  AssistanlJ 
examination.  In  the  Second  Professional  examinatio 
thirteen  candidates  had  presented  themselves,  of  whom  fffj 
had  passed  and  one  had  been  referred  in  one  subject.  Tf( 
remainder  were  eligible  to  sit  the  examination  again. 

Answering  a  question  by  Mr.  Walsh,  he  said  that  offici 
pharmacy  pins  were  still  available  and  could  be  obtain 
on  application  to  him.  Mr.  Semple  asked  if  any  change  hi 
been  made  in  the  colour  of  the  official  pharmacy  tie.  R 
cently  he  had  been  told  that  a  yellow  stripe  had  b& 
introduced  mto  it.  The  Registrar  said  the  question  was  o 
for  the  council  of  the  student  body. 
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Mr.  J.  W.  O'Farreli  referred  to  the  hope  expressed  by 
Professor  Timoney  at  the  Congress  that  industry  might  be 
more  adequately  represented  on  the  Council  in  the  future. 
The  Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  Industries  Association,  Ltd., 
would  soon  be  holding  a  seminar  on  quality  control  and 
he  would  like  to  see  the  Council  involving  itself  in  that 
spect  of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Cashman  agreed  there  was  a  need 
for  more  reoresentatives  of  industry  on  the  Council,  and 
suggested  that  steps  should  be  also  taken  to  foster  better 
doctor-pharmacist  relations. 

The  Registrar  explained  that  a  new  Pharmacy  Act  would 
be  needed  before  industry  as  such  could  be  represented  on 
the  Council.  At  present  members  from  that  section  could 
only  be  elected  in  a  personal  capacity.  All  members  of  the 
Council  were  fundamentally  members  of  the  Society  and 
particular  pharmacy  interests  did  not  arise  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act. 

Mr.  Cashman  said  that  people  from  industry  would  be 
valuable  on  the  Council  and  should  present  themselves 
for  election. 

Quality  Control  Courses

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PRESCRIPTIONS  FOR  "THE  PILL"  IN  IRELAND 

Pharmacists'  responsibility  professional,  not  moral,  says  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  speaking  at  the  Society's  annual  meeting. 


MORAL  responsibility  for  dispensing 
"the  pill"'  does  not  rest  with  pharma- 
cists. That  assurance  was  given  to 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  at  the  Society's  annual  meet- 
ing in  Galway  recently.  Ecclesiastical 
opinion  was  clear  on  the  point,  said 
The  President  (Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman) 
in  presenting  his  annual  report.  He  did 
not  wish,  he  said,  to  deal  at  length  with 
the  delicate  situation  that  had  arisen 
in  regard  to  oral  contraceptives,  but 
certain  pharmacists  had  considerable 
qualms  about  dispensing  those  pro- 
ducts and  ecclesiastical  opinion  had 
therefore  been  obtained  .  "I  think  it 
would  be  well  if  pharmacists  carried 
out  their  legal  responsibilities  and  left 
the  moral  decisions  to  the  doctors  and 
their  patients."  If  anyone  remained  in 
doubt  he  should,  he  suggested,  consult 
his  confessor. 

Prominent  among  topics  touched 
upon  by  the  president  was  the  White 
Paper  on  the  Health  Service.  He  re- 
gretted there  were  still  no  practical  pro- 
posals for  him  to  put  before  the  meet- 
ing. That  was  all  the  more  disappoint- 
ing in  view  of  the  fact  that  three  years 
ago  the  Council  had  been  given  only 
seven  days  in  which  to  present  its  open- 
ing submission.  Inherent  in  the  nego- 
tiations still  proceeding  was  a  condi- 
tion that  no  decision  could  be  taken 
on  the  proposed  scheme  without  the 
full  consent  and  approval  of  members 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association. 

The  Department  of  Health  had  also 
been  sitting  for  the  past  four  years  on 
the  recommendations  of  an  Expert 
Committee  on  the  Poisons  Regulations. 
The  Committee's  effort  appeared  to 
have  been  a  waste  of  time  and  public 
money.  In  exercising  control  over  the 
sale  of  dangerous  preparations,  phar- 
macists seemed  to  be  the  victims.  At 
least  six  fatalities  had  resulted  from 
the  careless  handling  of  paraquat  over 
the  past  two  years,  and  in  none  of 
them  had  a  pharmacist  been  involved. 
Many  of  the  tragedies  could  have  been 
avoided  if  unqualified  traders,  who 
seemed  to  escape  the  net,  had  used 
routine  pharmaceutical  procedures  for 
labelling  and  type  of  container. 

Recruitment 

Since  October  1967  thirty-five  names 
had  been  added  to  the  Register  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  They  in- 
cluded those  entrants  who  had  passed 
the  Diploma  examination,  for  which 
not  more  than  twenty  students  now 
remained  eligible  to  enter.  All  had  been 
given  full  notice — and  reminders — that 
lectures  would  cease  in  1968  and  the 
examinations  in  1970.  There  would  be 
no  lowering  of  standards,  the  president 
warned  candidates.  He  urged  them  to 
work  hard  in  the  remaining  two  years 
and  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Dean  of 
the  College.  Telling  how  preliminary 
discussions  had  been  held  with  the 
Department  of  Education  on  future 
educational  plans,  the  president  said 
that  negotiations  with  University  Col- 


lege, Dublin,  aimed  at  integrating  phar- 
macy into  the  faculty  of  science  at 
Belfield  (as  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mission on  Higher  Education)  had 
reached  an  advanced  stage  when  there 
came  the  dramatic  announcement  that 
the  Government  proposed  to  merge  the 
two  Dublin  Universities.  Both  U.D.C. 
and  the  Society  had  then  agreed,  in 
face  of  that  development,  that  it  would 
not  be  proper  to  go  ahead  with  those 
plans.  Subsequently  the  Minister  for 
Education  (Mr.  Lenihan)  had  published 
a  proposal  that  pharmacy  should  be 
located  at  Trinity  College,  along  with 
medicine  and  the  biological  sciences. 
While  the  Council  would  accept  what- 
ever arrangement  proved  best  for  phar- 
macy students,  they  believed  the  sub- 
ject should  remain  with  the  faculty  of 
science. 

Academic  Successes 

Six  members  of  the  College  of  Phar- 
macy staff  were  currently  engaged  in 
research  for  Ph.D.  degrees.  One  had 
gained  second-class  honours  (grade  1); 
in  a  special  qualifying  examination  in 
pharmaceutics.  Another  had  passed  with 
second-class  honours  the  B.Sc.  examina- 
tion in  pharmacology.  Four  research 
papers  from  the  Department  of  Phar- 
macy had  been  accepted  for  publica- 
tion, and  Professor  Timoney  (head  of 
the  College)  had  been  nominated  by 
the  Department  of  Health  to  represent 
Ireland  in  Helsinki,  Finland,  at  a  World 
Health  Organisation  seminar  on  Quality 
Control.  For  some  time  Professor 
Timoney  had  been  an  external  exam- 
iner to  Manchester  University  and  now 
Mr.  O'Connor,  of  the  College  staff  had 
been  invited  by  the  department  of 
pharmacy  to  act  as  a  guest  lecturer 
in  that  University,  speaking  about  his 
field  work  in  pharmacognosy. 

Commending  the  work  of  the  Post- 
graduate Education  Committee,  the 
president  said  that  a  meeting  was  being 
arranged  between  the  Committee  and 
representatives  of  the  Council  to  deter- 
mine how  the  Committee's  programme 
for  expansion  in  post-graduate  educa- 
tion could  best  be  realised. 

There  was  much  to  be  done  in  edu- 
cating the  public,  representatives  and 
State  Departments  about  the  proper 
function  of  pharmacists  for,  said  the 
president,  there  seemed  some  avoidance 
of  the  issues  concerning  the  dangers 
and  abuses  of  medicines.  It  was  a 
tragedy  that  even  one  person  should 
die  because  somebody  had  not  planned 
to  prevent  him  from  abusing  some 
drug. 

Both  employers  and  employees  would 
soon,  he  hoped,  be  brought  within  the 
scope  of  a  pension  scheme. 

Announcing  that  the  seven  retiring 
members  of  Council  (Miss  L.  Cunniffe 
and  Messrs.  D.  J.  Kennelly,  G,  C. 
O'Neill.  M.  L.  Cashman,  M.  F.  Walsh, 
M.  Power  and  R.  J.  Semple)  had  been 
returned  unopposed  for  a  further  three 
years,  the  president  said  that,  while  he 
had  the  greatest  confidence  in  them, 
it  was  not  a  happy  sign  that  there  had 


been  no  contest.  An  infusion  of  new 
blood  was  needed.  Having  thanked  the 
organising  committee  of  the  Congress; 
for  the  wonderful  hospitality  extended 
to  the  visitors,  the  president  concluded 
by  acknowledging  the  co-operation  he 
had  had  during  the  year  from  the  regis- 
trar (Mr.  I.  G.  Coleman)  and  assistant 
registrar  (Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill). 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  I.  Gill, 
Dublin,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  Commins, 
Galway,  the  president's  report  was 
adopted.  It  was  one  of  the  most  con- 
structive, yet  elastic,  presidential 
addresses  he  had  ever  listened  to,  sai 
Mr.  Gill.  He  had  been  impressed  with 
the  new  educational  arrangements  fo 
students,  and  it  would  be  a  tragedy  if 
on  completing  their  B.Sc.  Pharm 
courses,  they  found  that  80-90  per  cent 
of  their  time  was  taken  up  in  attendin 
to  non-professional,  ancillary  matter, 
such  as  deciding  the  most  suitabl( 
shade  of  lipstick  for  ladies.  Students 
educational  attainments  should,  h< 
urged,  be  utilised  for  professional  phar 
macy  only. 

Professor  R.  F.  Timoney  (Dean  o 
the  College  of  Pharmacy),  said  that 
since  the  new  Degree  course  had  bee' 
introduced,  a  number  of  young  phar 
macists  had  been  securing  employmen 
in  industry.  Many  were  interested  ii 
positions  dealing  with  quality  contr 
and  production,  others  in  manageria 
positions.  At  the  moment  there  wer 
two  able  members  of  the  industry  oi 
the  Council  of  the  Society,  but  he  won 
dered  if  that  was  enough.  The  Societ 
was  interested  in,  and  concerned  with 
the  activities  of  pharmacists  in  al 
branches,  and  industry  was  a  spher 
in  which  an  increasing  number  o 
graduates  would  be  engaged  in  th 
coming  years. 

"I  feel  that  serious  consideratio 
should  be  given  to  the  idea  of  havin 
more  industrial  pharmacists  on  th 
Council.  It  may  not  be  practicable  i 
the  moment,  but  I  would  not  wish  th 
to  be  something  "left  in  the  mists 
time." 

Planning  for  the  Future 

The  President  said  that  any  educ- 
tional  programme  must  plan  for  tf 
future.  As  the  Council  saw  the  pictu 
emerging,  the  number  of  pharmacis 
would  be  reduced  by  half  in  not  t 
many  years.  Today  it  seemed  peculi 
that    a    person    should  graduate 
science  in  order  to  sell  a  shade  of  li] 
stick,  but  inevitably,  when  they  becan 
responsible  for  the  pharmaceutical  r 
quirements  of  the  entire  communi 
pharmacists  would  depend  entirely 
pharmacy.  "I  have  no  doubt  that,  , 
ten  or  fifteen  years,  this  will  becon 
clear  in  this  country,  as  it  has  in  oth 
countries."  Statistically  it  took  thirt 
five  graduates  a  year  to  maintain  a  li' 
register  of  1,000.  If  they  were  going 
produce  only  about  twenty-five  grad 
ates  a  year  in  the  foreseeable  futu 
and  until  pharmacy  became  attracti 
as  a  career,  the  Council  would  seem 
be  going  along  the  right  lines. 
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It  was  clear  that  there  was  a  vacuum 
in  the  pharmaceutical  industry  which 
pharmacy  graduates  should  and  must 
fill.  Undoubtedly  there  was  a  necessity, 
as  in  other  countries,  for  an  even  higher 
standard  of  education  to  cater  for  the 
needs  of  industry.  The  basic  degree  was 
not  the  ultimate.  The  time  was  not  far 
distant  when  they  would  have  an 
Honours  course,  with  specialisation  in 
pharmacology  and  pharmaceutics. 
Pharmacy  should  mean  the  control  of 
imedicinal  substances  from  the  raw 
material  stage  to  the  point  of  use  and 
jif  pharmaceutical  education  were  to 
serve  its  purpose  it  must  fill  every  gap 
in  that  long  line.  He  would  like  to  see 
more  direct  communication  between  all 
sections  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  T.  R.  MiiLER  explained  that 
;very  member  of  the  Society  was 
untitled,  and  had  a  right,  to  be  elected 
o  the  Council,  including  pharmacists 
,n  industry  and  academic  pharmacists 
ind  Professor  Timoney  said  he  appre- 
;iated  what  Mr.  Miller  had  stated, 
degree  pharmacists  were  a  small  but 
growing  group  and  he  would  not  like 
o  see  them  left  out. 

Lssociation  in  Danger 

Mr.  R.  C.  O'HiGGiNS  said  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  Congress 
{ad  become  an  important  part  of  phar- 
liacy  life  in  the  country.  "I  do  not 
now  whether  many  people  are  aware 
f  it,  but  there  is  a  big  danger  that  this 
iiay  be  the  last  Congress  which  the 
vssociation  will  arrange,  because  the 
issociation  is  in  danger  of  going  out 
f  existence."

Mr.  Cashman  had  not  told  them, 
went  on  Mr.  Cassidy,  where  he  got  his 
information  about  the  function  of  the 
pharmacist  in  dispensing  "the  pill,"  and 
had  not  given  the  name  of  the  ecclesias- 
tic he  had  consulted.  He  suggested  that 
the  Council  should  get  a  clear  state- 
ment from  the  Hierarchy  on  the  posi- 
tion. 

The  President  said  the  Govern- 
ment might  be  dragging  its  feet  in 
regard  to  the  implementation  of  the 
White  Paper.  All  the  evidence  pointed 
towards  that,  but  he  thought  the  time 
was  near  when  legislation  would  be 
introduced.  In  the  context  of  mem- 
bership of  the  European  Economic 
Community,  they  could  not  be  a  mem- 
ber of  that  body  and  be  "left  out  on  a 
limb,  living  in  the  days  of  the  Dis- 
pensary Service.  .  .  .  Surely  we  are  com- 
ing into  an  age  of  social  justice  in 
which  the  operations  of  the  Poor  Law 
should  be  put  in  a  limbo  and  left 
there." 

The  Government  was  spending  money 
on  a  "wasteful  and  useless  system." 
and  the  abuse  and  misuse  of  medi- 
cines through  dispensaries  were  becom- 
ing more  evident.  With  all  due  respect 
to  the  industry,  certain  wholesalers  and 
manufacturers  were  not  exercising 
proper  control  in  the  manner  in  which 
dangerous  substances  were  being  distri- 
buted throughout  the  country.  As  a 
Society  they  had  recently  witnessed  the 
sorry  spectacle  of  a  Minister  saying 
that  "by  and  large"  the  Dangerous  Drug 
Regulations  were  excellent.  "There  is 
no  such  thing  as  "by  and  large.'  The 
regulations  are  either  adequate  or  not. 
and  this  is  a  sad  reflection  on  the  com- 
petence of  people  entrusted  with  the 
protection  of  the  public." 

The  present  position  could  not  con- 
tinue, declared  Mr.  Cashman.  Unless 
something  were  done  tragedies  would 
result.  The  Minister's  statement  was  an 
admission  of  inefficiency.  "So  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  human  life  is  more  im- 
portant than  any  Ministerial  'by  and 
large'." 

Health  Service  Anxieties 

Mr.  Morgan  Broderick  said  that  in 
Cork  some  members  v\ere  perturbed  at 
the  suggested  basis  on  which  they 
should  participate  in  the  proposed 
Health  Scheme.  He  favoured  oncost 
plus  dispensing  fee.  instead  of  the 
arrangement  officially  recommended.  If 
they  did  not  get  allowance  on  the 
capital  cost  of  the  items  on  their 
shelves  they  would  be  starting  off  on 
a  bad  footing.  A  precedent  had  been 
established  in  the  mother-and-child 
scheme,  but  a  number  of  the  younger 
pharmacists  were  dissatisfied  with  that 
arrangement.  Did  the  "majority"  that 
would  finally  decide  the  terms  mean 
the  majority  of  the  Joint  Health  Nego- 
tiating Committee  or  the  majority  of 
the  pharmacists  generally?  asked  Mr. 
Broderick.  He  was  prepared  to  lobby 
the  country  to  ensure  that  the  official 
form  of  recommendation  was  not 
accepted.  "I  have  strong  feelings  on 
this  and  would  like  the  Council  to  be 
made  aware  of  them." 

The  President  said  that  Mr.  Brod- 
erick's  comments  would  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Joint  Negotiating 
Committee.  He  gave  a  reminder  that 


the  scope  of  negotiations  had  been  con- 
fined to  30  per  cent,  of  the  population. 
The  Department  had  recognised  that  an 
oncost  factor  was  involved. 

Mr.  Kevin  Bowman  said  there  was 
confusion  about  the  whole  position. 
Was  the  Negotiating  Committee  nego- 
tiating on  the  implementation  of  the 
White  Paper,  which  would  cover  80 
per  cent,  of  the  population,  or  in  regard 
to  30  per  cent,  of  the  population?  The 
middle-income  group  was  now  being 
incorporated  in  the  lower-income  group 
and  being  designated  "hardship"  cases. 
He  had  understood  that  the  negotia- 
tions applied  to  all  eligible  for  medi- 
cines under  the  White  Paper. 

The  President  repeated  that  all  the 
Council's  discussions  with  the  Depart- 
ment had  centred  around  the  30  per 
cent,  figure.  It  was  the  objective  of  the 
Department  to  ensure  that  the  figure 
would  not  exceed  30  per  cent.,  because 
the  country  could  not  afl'ord  an  all- 
embracing  service. 

Mr.  J.  Britton  said  he  found  a 
strand  of  frustration  running  through 
the  meeting.  From  a  good  source  he 
understood  that  the  Health  Service 
would  be  emerging  in  the  Dail  in  a 
couple  of  months.  As  a  minority  on  the 
Negotiating  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
fee  problem,  he  was  beginning  to  see, 
after  months  of  careful  consideration, 
that  a  fee  per  service  was  better  than 
the  cost  of  the  medicine,  plus  "X"- 
factor,  plus  dispensing  fee.  That  was 
mainly  because  only  30  per  cent,  of 
the  population  was  involved.  Were  that 
figure  to  be  increased,  he  felt  the  ser- 
vice would  disintegrate.  "The  Pill,"  he 
felt,  was  an  individual's  own  responsi- 
bility. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Kilgarriff  said  that  in 
Galway  the  "hardship"  cases  received 
the  general  medical  services  card. 
That  meant  there  was  no  official  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  "hardship" 
cases,  which  remained  at  3  per  cent. 
Almost  all  the  private  patients  were 
coming  in  with  county  council  dockets, 
a  situation  that  had  obtained  from 
October  to  June.  He  agreed  with  Mr. 
Miller  that  those  people  could  be 
lower-income  group  who  opted  to  go 
as  private  patients. 

Mr.  Seamus  Byrne,  in  a  tribute  to 
Mr.  Cashman,  hoped  they  would  have 
as  good  again.  Mr.  Cashman  was  fol- 
lowing in  the  footsteps  of  great  presi- 
dents. He  urged  the  Council  to  come 
to  the  provinces  more  often.  It  should, 
he  thought,  get  in  touch  with  the  Irish 
Medical  Association,  Irish  Medical 
Union,  Veterinary  Association  and 
other  allied  professional  bodies  and 
form  a  common  front.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

FOLLOWING  investigation  of  the  cir- 
cumstances of  377  cases  of  accidental 
poisoning  in  childhood,  workers  at 
Newcastle  University  and  Royal  Vic- 
toria Hospital  propose  six  main  ways 
in  which  the  frequency  of  such  poison- 
ings might  be  reduced.  They  are  to  keep 
fewer  drugs  in  the  home;  to  provide 
drug  cupboards;  to  provide  containers 
that  are  difficult  for  children  to  open, 
or  to  foil-wrap  tablets  individually; 
to  make  tablets  less  attractive  to  chil- 
dren; clearly  to  identify  potential 
]X)isons;  and  to  make  parents  more 
aware  of  the  circumstances  in  which 
poisoning  is  likely  to  occur.  The  inves- 
tigation showed  that  the  majority  of  the 
377  children  (194  boys,  183  girls)  were 
in  the  age  group  one  to  three  years,  with 
another  small  peak  in  early  adoles- 
cence (related  to  "self-poisoning"  asso- 
ciated with  psychological  factors).  There 
were  no  deaths  in  the  series.  It  was 
found  that  fewer  "only"  children  were 
poisoned,  suggesting  their  mothers 
were  better  able  to  supervise  them.  On 
the  whole  substances  were  stored  in 
proper  containers,  but  in  four  out  of 
five  instances  children  had  been  able 
to  open  closed  containers.  In  the  same 
proportion  of  instances  the  authors 
judged  the  container  to  have  been  in 
an  "inappropriate"  place  when  the  child 
got  hold  of  it.  The  majority  of  children 
were  alone  and  unsupervised  at  the  time 
of  taking  the  poison.  In  230  of  the 
poisonings  the  substance  taken  was  a 
pharmaceutical  preparation.  There  were 
102  salicylates  (seventy-three  "junior" 
aspirins;  twenty-nine  "adult"  aspirins), 
eleven  barbiturates,  twenty-two  tranquil- 
lisers. The  authors  suggest  an  experiment 
in  which  medicine  cupboards  would  be 
provided  as  standard  fitments  in  a  new 
town  or  large  housing  estate  or  an 
experiment  in  which  drugs  in  a  given 
town  would  be  dispensed  in  child- 
resistant  containers  {B.M.J .  October  26, 
p.  245).

NOTES  ON  NEW 
MEDICAMENTS 

MICOREN.  —  Chemislry:  A  mixture  of  N- 
crotonyl-a-ethyl  aminobutyric  acid  dimethyl- 
amide,  and  the  corresponding  propyl 
derivative.  These  substances  (approved  names 
crotethamide  and  cropropamide)  are  centrally- 
acting  respiratory  stimulants,  as  demonstrated 
by  their  ability  to  reduce  the  respiratory 
depression  induced  by  morphine.  Other 
respiratory  stimulants  have  been  tried  in  the 
past,  but  their  true  therapeutic  value  has 
been  difficult  to  assess,  because  they  are 
rarely  specific  in  action  and  may  induce  an 
increase  in  the  pulse  rate  and  cardiac  output 
by  a  general  stimulant  effect  on  the  central 
nervous  system.  The  general  stimulant  effect 
may  even  lead  to  convulsions,  but  in  Micorcn 
a  greater  separation  of  the  respiratory  stimu- 
lant action  appears  to  have  been  achieved. 
The  use  of  the  product  increases  the  depth 
of  breathing  without  increasing  the  rate  of 
respiration,  and  this  has  the  effect  of  re- 
moving excessive  carbon  dioxide  in  the  blood 
by  a  ventilation  process.  It  should  be  noted 
that  when  bronchospasm  prevents  efficient 
breathing,  respiratory  stimulants  are  of  little 
value;  the  spasm  must  first  be  relieved  by 
spasmolytic  drugs  before  the  stimulant  effect 
of  Micoren  on  the  depth  of  respiration  can 
be  anticipated. 

CEDOCARD.  —  Chemistry  :  1,4 :  3,6-dienhydro- 
sorbitol  dinitrate  (sorbide  nitrate).  The  com- 
pound relaxes  involuntary  muscle,  the  effect| 
being  most  marked  on  the  circulatory  system 
providing  a  vasodilator  action  of  the  nitrO' 
glycerin  type.  It  is  rapidly  absorbed  when 
given  sublingually,  but  the  action  is  prO' 
longed,  and  therapeutically  the  drug  is  of 
value  in  the  prophylaxis  and  treatment  oi 
angina  pectoris.  In  common  with  related 
drugs,  sorbide  nitrate  produces  a  rise  in  thf 
intra-ocular  pressure,  and  should  be  used 
with  caution  in  patients  with  glaucoma.
